At Trash Collectors’ Trial

A witness testifying today at 
the federal trial of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Refuse Removal Associa­ 
tion and four of its officers told 
of a plan by the association to 
put Cameron Sanitary Landfill, 
Inc., Middletown Township out 
of business. 


Thomas McCarthy of McCar­ 
thy Bros., Philadelphia trash 
haulers, said he was told to use 
a dump in Cinnaminson Town­ 


ship, N. J. He said Arnold Graf, 
one of the defendants, told him 
the members were no longer to 
deal with the Cameron company 
since it wouldn’t join the asso­ 
ciation. According to McCarthy, 
Graf said the association would 
put Cameron out of business 
and the 
“Cinnaminson 
dump 
would be the only one around.” 


Price Rise 


McCarthy also told of an asso­ 
ciation meeting in which 
the 
board of directors agreed to a 
general price rise of from 25 


, \ 


per cent to 50 per cent begin­ 
ning January, 1963. 


He quoted Salvatore Graziano, 
a Bucks trash collector and a 
defendant, as saying, “We’re 
not getting enough — we should 
all raise our prices at the same 
time.” 


McCarthy testified Graziano 
said the membership had noth­ 
ing to worry about from dis­ 
satisfied customers since nearly 
all 
collectors 
were 
members 
and, like it or not, the custom­ 
ers would have to take the rise. 


If a non-member tried to take 
over, 
McCarthy 
stated, 
the 
members were to “work on 
him” to take his business away. 
However, the prosecution ran

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Ifs All Nice And Cozy 


It is comforting to know that 
this is going to be a nice, friendly 
campaign with nary a low blow 
struck by either side. 
This assurance came when Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican leaders 
solemnly signed a Fair Campaign 
Practices Code, pledging to keep 
it clean, so help me Barry and 
LBJ, and never, never to say any­ 
thing you wouldn’t say against 
your own mother. 
So harmonious was the pledging 
ceremony that the happy signers 
could hardly wait to hurry out to 
start demonstrating their friendly 
feelings toward each other. 


Barry was just as eager to carry 
out his end of the bargain and to 
do unto good old LBJ what good old 
LBJ was doing unto him. 
He reminded his audiences that 
the President is a very rich man, 
conceded that a man had to be 
pretty crafty to amass so much 
loot, and hinted that it must be 
hard for anyone to make a fortune 
the way Mr. Johnson has made 
his and find it possible to sleep 
well at night. 


Taking care not to mention any 
names, since that might be regard­ 
ed as unfriendly, LBJ urged his 
followers to vote for him as a pro­ 
test against “reckless factions” 
he described as being “contemptu­ 
ous toward the will of majorities, 
callous toward the plight of minor­ 
ities, arrogant toward our allies, 
belligerent t o w a r d adversaries, 
and careless toward peace,” 
Now, this is about as friendly 
and cozy as you can get in so few 
words, and you couldn’t ask for 
more from a lifetime pal. 


The senator also remarked that 
the President is so adroit and in­ 
fluential he may he able to arrange 
for a national crisis or two on the 
eve of election. While this might 
be dangerous for the country, Sen­ 
ator Coldwater suggested, it would 
win votes for President Johnson. 
This is the way to keep it clean, 
and it beats ordinary campaign 
politics all hollow. If Mr. Khrush­ 
chev has been hoping the election 
may bring out a trace of rivalry 
between the two parties and their 
candidates, he must be bitterly dis­ 
appointed to see that both sides are 
keeping the campaign so nice and 
friendly and gentle. 
Friendship, it’s wonderful. 


New Help For Teacher Shortage 


The figures can’t be disputed, but 
it’s still difficult to believe: 
As the 1964-65 academic year 
gets under way, more than a quar­ 
ter of the American population is 
enrolled full time in school. 
The total is a record 52.9 million 
students — 35.4 million in elemen­ 
tary schools, 12.7 million in sec­ 
ondary schools and 4.8 million in 
colleges and universities. This in­ 
cludes both public and private en­ 
rollments. 
A rising school population is no 
news, of course. Neither is the fact 
that the teacher shortage is still 
with us. The National Education 
Association estimates that 210,000 
new teachers will be needed to 
take care of growth and replace­ 
ment needs in elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools this year. 


Because of early retirement, the 
armed forces are a prime source 
of teachers. These vigorous “re­ 
tirees” bring with them, says the 
educational association, a dedica­ 
tion to duty and sense of commit­ 
ment. 
Married women, with school-age 
or grown children, are another 
important source. What they have 
to offer to a classroom is the es­ 
sential qualification of an under­ 
standing of and interest in chil­ 
dren. 
All of these second-career teach­ 
ers must be academically quali­ 
fied of course, as in the case of a 
newly graduated teacher. Some of 
them already may have some edu­ 
cation credits. Others have to start 
from scratch. 


The shortage will be around for 
another decade at least. But based 
on the birth rate of the late ’40s 
and early ’50s and the projected 
output of teachers’ colleges, by 
1975 there should be a surplus of 
high school teachers and only a 
small deficit of elementary teach­ 
ers. 
In the meantime, fortunately, 
the profession doesn’t have to de­ 
pend upon college graduates alone 
to fill the ranks: More and more 
recruits, reports the National Edu­ 
cational 
Association, 
are 
older 
people who are turning to teaching 
as a second career after having 
been successful in other lines of 
work. 


For many, the return to school, 
often at night, involves sacrifices. 
However, older people seem to 
have no difficulty in being accept­ 
ed by college education depart­ 
ments, some of which have set up 
special programs for them. 
These second-career teachers of­ 
ten have qualifications, the educa­ 
tors point out. that cannot 
be 
learned in a course on pedagogy— 
“the zeal of a convert, the true 
and tested idealism of a mature 
person, and a wealth of back­ 
ground that not even the best edu­ 
cational preparation can dupli­ 
cate.” 
Both the teaching profession and 
the country’s children are reaping 
the benefits. 


The Auto Is Here To Stay 


If you think things are tough out 
there in traffic now, just hold on. 
Statisticians estimate that by 
1970 there will be on the streets 
and highways of America a merry 
little swarm of cars, buses, trucks 
and whatnot totaling at least 100,- 
000,000 — about a fourth again as 
many as there are today. 
If all these 100,000,000 vehicles 
were placed bumper to bumper — 
which is where most of them will 
be on any pleasant Sunday after­ 


noon — they would form an un­ 
broken line of traffic 337,327 miles 
long. 


This not only is equivalent to 13 
times the distance around the 
earth, but represents a solid traffic 
jam of 251 cars abreast every foot 
of the way from New York City 
to Miami, Fla.

Contradiction?

In Walt Whitman’s "Song of Myself," 
the poet writes: 
Do I contradict myself? 
Very well then I contradict myself. 
(I am large, I contain multitudes.) 
The members of the liberal institution 
accuse Senator Goldwater of advocating 
the simple solution for complex, foreign 
and domestic problems. They claim the 
use of reason, while, they assert, Sena­ 
tor Goldwater employs emotion.
